DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see page 11 lines 8-20 and page 12 lines 1-14, filed 03/08/2006, 
with respect to claims 1-9 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection 
of claims 1 has been withdrawn under 35 USC § 1 12 First Paragraph as applicant has 
provided for interstice "17" and admitting hole "18" in the specification to show how the 
air flows from the air inlet "121" through the casing body (12) to interact with the switch 
valve (50) to exit out the casing head (11) through the first and second holes (111 and 
112). Applicant further amended the drawings and labeled the interstice "17" and 
admitting hole "18" and has shown where the clamping tip "31" corresponding to the 
second air hole is located. The objection to the drawings has been withdrawn. 
Applicant has further amended claims 1 and 6 and has removed references to a specific 
country's air nozzle. Examiner withdraws rejection held under 35 USC § 1 12 Second 
Paragraph. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-9 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to teach a air nozzle adapter with a casing that has a head and a body 
where a block member has a switching valve inside the head that is adapted with two 
air holes to receive air nozzles different from each other where the nozzles fit within a 
first and second air coupling hole where a packing member is mounted between the first 
air hole and the first coupling hole and a gasket is mounted between a second air hole 
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and a second coupling liole where the air nozzle adapter further has a clamping 
member and a clamping tip facing a second coupling hole where a spring provides for 
resilience between the claming tip and the casing. The prior art of record fails to further 
teach a block member having a valve that communicates with two air passages located 
within a block member that is movable inside the head of the casing where the block 
member also has a locking lever pivotally mounted on it for pushing the block member 
foHA/ard to compress and deform the packing member.
